Highway Official Inves- 


tigates Report That 


Autoists Are Di- 


rected Other 


Way. 


Investigating reports that east- 


bound traffic over the Lincoln High- 
way is being diverted north, through 
Harrisbu¥g7-AUentown_and Reading, 
at Ghambersburg, Gail S. Hoag, sec- 
retary of the Lincoln Highway Asso- 
ciation, 'better known here as field 
secretary of that organization, 
is 


making a special trip east from De- 
trtjit. 


Mr. Hoag is expected to arrive here 


late tonight or early Thursday morn- 
ing. He spent last night in Ligonier, 
and 
telephoned ahead to 
Howard 


C. Mitinger, manager of the Hoffman 
Hotel and central Pennsylvania con- 
sul of the Lincoln Highway Associa- 
tion, that he is coming on to Gettys- 
burg. 


"The Middle West is coming east 


by automobile in July," Mr. Hoag is 
quoted as saying, "and the associa- 
tion's office is flooded with inquiries 
about the Lincoln Highway to Phila- 
delphia. 
In order to secure first- 


hand information on the condition of 
the highway, I am coming east." 


Road In Good Condition 


The highway association secretary 


.said a special edition of the Lincoln 
Highway Forum, official publication 
of the association, would be publish- 
ed within the next few weeks. 
The 


special edition is to be known as the 
"Philadelphia Sesqui-centennial Edi- 
tion'' and Gettysburg will be promi- 
nently featured in the publication, he 
said. 


According to information received 


by Mr. Mitinger from Mr. Hoag, he 
has found the Lincoln Highway to 
Ligonier in "splendid condition." Ac- 
cording-fco- Mr. Mitinger, the'Lincoln 
Highway in this district and east of 
here to Philadelphia is "at its best 
in 13 years." 


Local members 
of the 
Lincoln 


Highway Association have been in- 
formed that motorists from the west 
are being told at Qhambersburg to go 
north through Harm-burg in order to 
reach Philadelphia because the high- 
way is congested and because there 
is a number of detours. 


Congestion Avoided 


"Such reports are absolutely false," 


Mr. Mitinger said 
today. 
"They 


probably originated in the mind of 
some biased hotelman, who was jeal- 
ous of Gettysburg hotels." 


According to Mr. Mitinger, the Lin- 


corn Highway, as it nears Philadel- 
phia, has been increased 
in 
width 


from an eighteen-foot highway to a 
40-foot and 60-foot road, making con- 
gestion almost impossible. 
He added 


that better1 time can 'be made entering 
Philadelphia by the Lincoln Highway 
than any other road from the west. 


It also is Mr. Mitinger's opinion 


that better time can be made with a 
low-powered machine from Chamters- 
burg to Philadelphia through Gettys- 
burg, York and Lancaster, than with 
a high-powered car through Harris- 
burg, Allentown and Reading.

The 
boy was brought to the institution 
yesterday after having been taken 
to the office of a physician who 
diagnosed the malady as tetanus 
and ordered the boy taken to the 
hospital. 


A bee sting on the boy's arm 


by the mother as 


the cause of the infection.. A large 
welt on the right forearm where 
the boy is said to have been stung 
is evident. 


The other victim of the disease 


is Louis Nordi, 12 years old, of this 
city. His case developed from a 
blank cartridge wound. Physicians 
yesterday held a very hopeful 
view for his recovery if his pres- 
ent improvement continues.

Transit Company 


Is Sanctioned

In an executive session Tuesday] 


afternoon, the state public service | 
commission approved the incorpora-1 
tion of the Pennsylvania General 
Transit Company, which plans to run 
a bus line through Adams and a num- 
ber of other counties in the state, and 
the Penn bus lines, a subsidiary cor- 
poration formed to operate motor 
busses throughout the state. 
i 


The action of the commission was 


the first legal step necessary to grant: 
| charters to the companies, the ap-1 
proval of the department of state and 
finance and of Governor Pinchot being 
also necessary. 


Under the legal procedure, the two 


companies are compelled to 
apply j 


separately for certificates of public ] 
convenience for each route proposed. 
The Pennsylvania General Transit 
Company, a subsidiary of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, which proposes to 
operate busses in fifty-five of the 
sixty-seven counties o* the state, has 
already an application 
before 
the 


commission for a certificate authoriz- 
ing busses between Washington and 
Waynesburg. 
The railroad company ! 


now maintains a narrow gauge line 
between the two points and is de- 
sirous of abandoning the branch. 
i 


One of the four applications for! 


certificates of the Penn bus lines, 
controlled by the West Penn Transit 
interests, that for a route between i 
Vandergrift and North Vanderpi ift, 
was approved yesterday. The others 
were held under advisement.

Offered as a rider to the Admin­ 
istration’s Cooperative Marketing bill, 
the bill would have created a revolv­ 
ing fund of $100,000,000 to be loaned 
to cooperative marketing groups. The 
fund would have been administered 
by a commission of agricultural ex­ 
perts. 
Immediately after the defeat of the 
Fess proposal, Senator Robinson, the 
Democratic leader, re-offered his pro­ 
posal for 
the 
establishment 
of 
a 
$200,000,000 farm export corporation, 
which was rejected by the Senate last 
week. 
As a substitute for the Robinson 
amendment, Senator Howell, Republi­ 
can, Nebraska, re-offered the Haugen 
bill, rejected by the House, but with 
a provision excluding all 
crops 
c-ept wheat from the payment of an 
equalization fee. 
The measure would 
authorize the appropriation of $150,- 
000,000, not more than half of which 
might be loaned to cotton coopera­ 
tives. 
The Howell substitute was rejected 
overwhelmingly.

was 22 to 55, Senator Moses, Republi­ 
can, New Hampshire, moved that all 
pending amendments be referred to 
the Agriculture committee.

HERE is nothing in the world that so inspires one as a calm person— 
one who brings peace and restfulness.

of the disease. 
During 1925, 50,000 
hogs were vaccinated on 096 farm s in 
the state. 
This represents about 6 
lier cont of the total hog population. 
Vaccination was employed on 2,801 
hogs on 200 premises where cases of. 
cholera were knowrf to 
exist. 
The 
result of these 
vaccinations reduced 
the m ortality in the 
herds

words, when proper precautions are j 
taken, the risk from hog cholera can 
j be practically eliminated as a menace 
j to the hog industry in the state. 
Every possible precaution is taken 
to make sure that the serum used in 
the control of hug cholera is a pure, 
potent product. 
The Bureau of Ani­ 
mal Industry has a contract with a 
1 laboratory to furnish the clear, con- 
j c itr a te d 
anti-hog 
cholera 
serum 
and hog cholera virus. 
This serum 
and virus are received by the Bureau 
j and each lot is tested for purity and 
potency before it is distributed to 
veterinarians for use in swine herds. 
This practice assures*not only a pure 
i product, but the cost is lower than if 
the product were purchased by the 
' individual.

Private Concerns Advance More 


Rapidly Than Those Owned 


by Municipalities. 


In the last year a total of 269 cities 


' in the United States closed down or 


I sold their municipal lighting plants 
to private companies, according to a 
power survey just completed by the 
National Electric Light Association, 
says the Pennsylvania Public Service 
Information Cdmmittee. 


It was found that the chief reason 


for failure of the city-owned plants 
was the enormous advance in the 
craft 
of manufacturing 
electricity 


made in the industry as a whole. 
While municipal plants 
stood still, 


private plants installed new equip- 
ment that enabled them to get from 
their coal three times as many kilo- 
watts of electricity as the average 
municipal plant obtained. 


Development of super-power was 


another factor. It was often possible 
for a municipality to contract for 
power from a large central station at 
lower rates than the cost of produc- 
tion in its small isolated plant. 


Employes of private plants, whose 


interest was centered on their busi- 
ness of producing electricity, were 
found to be three times as efficient 
as 
politically-appointed 
employes 


who 
often watched politics more 


closely than their electric power out- 
put. 


The abandonment of the 269 plants, 


referred to above, brings the total of 
abandoned municipal plants up to 
1,129 
during a period of a little more 


than five years.

I private plants installed 
new equip­ 
ment that enabled them to get from 
their coal three times as many kilo­ 
w atts of electricity as the average 
municipal plant obtained. 
Development of super-power was 
another factor. 
It was often possible 
for a municipality to contract for 
power from a large central station at 
lower rates than the cost of produc­ 
tion in its small isolated plant. 
Employes of private plants, whose
